Constitution and appointment 


Consequent upon the recommendation of 49 communities by the Mandal Commission 
as Other Backward Classes of Manipur, the Government of Manipur constituted an Expert 
Committee on Other Backward Classes vide its Notification No. 9/l/90-(OBC)/DP dated 
20th July, 1993 consisting of the above mentioned Members for purpose of examining the 
various claims for inclusion or exclusion in the list of Other Backward Classes in Manipur. 

The said Notification hereinafter referred to as the Government Notification No. 1 reads 
as placed in Annexure - I. 

On receipt of the Government Notification No. 1, the Committee had its first sitting on 
10/9/93 and decided to invite claims for inclusion or exclusion of the communities listed by 
the Mandal Commission as Other Backward Classes of Manipur from the interested persons, 
associations, societies, classes/communities, etc. A notification bearing No. l/9/EC(OBC)/93, dated 
13th September, 1993 was issued for wide publicity. The notice reads as in the Annexure - 
IV and is hereby referred to as Notification No.2. 

The term of reference of the Committee issued vide Government Order No. 17/86/93- 
TD dated 28th July, 1993 which reads as given in Annexure - II is hereby referred to as Order 
No. 2. 

The term of reference issued in the above mentioned Government Order No. 2 was 
partially modified in another Government order No. 17/86/93-TD dated 22nd December, 1993 
which reads as given in Annexure - III. 

The Notification was published in local dailies like (i) Manipur Express, (ii) Poknapham, 
(iii) Shan, (iv) Manipur Mail, etc. 

The Committee in its notification bearing No. 1/9/EC/OBC/93 dated 27th October, 93 
extended the last date for submission of application for inclusion or exclusion in the list of 
Other Backward Classes from 2nd October, 1993 to 4.00 p.m. of 9th November, 1993. This 
notification is reproduced below

The Government of Manipur had sent letters to the Deputy Commissioners followed by 
subsequent reminders asking them to furnish the statistics and availability of the 49 
communities in their respective Districts. 

The Committee could not complete its work within the stipulated time for various 
reasons. The process became more elaborate and lengthy as the Students’ Union of Manipur 
University challenged the validity of the inclusion of the Meitei community in the list of 
Other Backward Classes and due to other impediments. A seminar organised by the Manipur 
University Students' Union on Other Backward Classes challenging the validity of the Mandal 
Commission Report on the inclusion of Meitei as Other Backward Classes suggested that 
the State Government should make a fresh comprehensive socio-educational survey, to be 
conducted by the State Government. The Committee then started field survey in 5 villages 
each in the three Valley Districts. The result and finding of the survey have been 
incorporated in this report. 

The Government of Manipur issued separate orders bearing (1) No. 17/86/93-TD dated 
28th September, 1993, (2) No. 17/86/93-TD dated 3rd March, 1994, (3) No. 17/86/93-TD 
dated 21st April, 1994 and (4) No. 17/86/93-TD dated 27th May, 1994 extending the term of 
the Committee to facilitate the Committee for completion of the report on or before the 30th 
June, 1994 as the inquiry could not be completed in time for various reasons mentioned 
above. The orders extending the term of the Committee marked as Annexure - A/7 to A/7.3 
are appended to this report which read as follows :

MAIN REPORT 


1.0 THE COMMITTEE 

Consequent upon the recommendation of 49 communities by the Second Backward 
Classes Commission (Mandal Commission) as the Other Backward Classes (O.B.C.) of 
Manipur and issuance of Office Memorandum by the Government of India on 13th August, 
1990 and later on 25th September, 1991 in this regard and as per criteria laid down by the 
Expert Committee to determine the Creamy Layer among the Socially and Educationally 
Backward Classes (10th March, 1992), the Government of Manipur vide its Notification No. 
9/l/90(OBC)DP dated 20th July, 1993 constituted an Expert Committee comprising the 
following persons to examine and scrutinise the list of Other Backward Classes of Manipur 
(Annexure-I):-

1.1 TERMS OF REFERENCE 

As per Government of Manipur's Order No. 17/87/93-TD dated 28th July, 1993 which 
was partially modified by the order dated 22nd December, 1993, the Terms of Reference of 
the Committee are the following (Annexure-II and III respectively) 

i. The Committee will scrutinise the lis # t of Other Backward Classes for the State 
recommended by the Mandal Commission and make its recommendation 
regarding the final list of the Other Backward Classes (OBC) for Manipur. 

ii. The Committee will also formulate the criteria for determining the Creamy Layer 
amongst list of Other Backward Classes for the State of Manipur. 

1.2 METHODOLOGY 

The Committee examined the Mandal Commission Reports, the Judgements of the 
Supreme Court in writ Petition (Civil Rule) No. 930 of 1990 in Indira Sawhney and Other 
Vrs. Union of India delivered on the 16th November, 1992 Vol. I, II and III, the Notification 
issued by the Government of India on 13th August, 1990 and 25th September, 1991 and the 
Report of the Expert Committee on Criteria for identification of Socially advanced persons 
among the Socially and Educationally Backward Classes of 10th March, 1993. Ministry of 
Welfare, Government of India. The Committee adopted the following methodology 
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i. Hearing of the submissions made by the representatives of the public. Social and 
Cultural Organisations and individuals on the inclusion or exclusion of the 
Communities included in the recommended list of the Mandal Commission. The 
Public Notification was issued under No. 1/9/EC (OBC) 1993 dated 13th 
September, 1993 and Guidelines were also indicated for the members of the 
public to submit or appear before the Expert Committee and to make submission 
in person (Copy of the Notification is at Annexure - IV). 

ii. Verification reports of the Deputy Commissioners of all the eight districts of 
Manipur were submitted on the basis of detailed enquiry into the availability of 
the 49 communities recommended by the Mandal Commission (Annexure - V). 

iii. Written opinions of experts and knowledgeable persons and scholars were 
perused (Annexure - IV/A). 

iv. Socio-economic and Educational Survey of selected villages and Households was 
conducted. 

v. Census reports and related Government publications were consulted. 

vi. Personal knowledge of the Members of the Expert Committee of the communities 
concerned. 

2.0 The Committee after public notification received as many as 775 applications along 
with affidavits. The Committee examined as many as 35 witnesses and recorded their 
statements (The list of applicants and witnesses examined are given in the Annexure VI and 
VII respectively). Almost everybody except a few wanted to be included in the list of OBCs 
and welcame the recommendations of the Mandal Commission and acceptance of it by the 
Government of India. 

2.1 The Committee after going through all the submissions, written opinions of the experts 
and verification reports of the Deputy Commissioners found that out of the 49 communities 
listed in the Report of the Mandal Commission as Other Backward Classes of Manipur 
(Annexure - VIII), the following communities are found in the State of Manipur

On further scrutiny, the Committee found that the communities like Kuki, Naga, 
Khuangsai, Liamei Naga and Sahte are Tribal Communities. Some of them made submission 
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that they be excluded from the list of Other Backward Classes. But, except Sahte, others are 
not in the list of the Schedule Tribes of Manipur because of the problem of nomenclature 
which has not been settled as yet by the Government. The rest i.e., (49-12) = 37 communities 
are not found in Manipur State. The Nepali Castes like Badi, Damai, Gaynay, Kami and 
Satki are no doubt low castes. Other Nepali castes and their organisation submitted that the 
entire Nepali community be included in the list of Other Backward Classes of Manipur. The 
Committee found that other remaining communities - the Meitei/Meetei, the Meitei Pangal 
and Teli are clearly established as permanent resident communities of Manipur State. 

3.0 PROBLEMS OF THE MEITEI/MEETEI 

There was a representation submitted by the Manipur University Students' Union 
forwarding the recommendation of a Seminar held in Manipur University. Their submission 
was that the empirical data on which the Mandal Commission bases their finding was 
inadequate and as such a fresh survey should be made to find out the correct position. 
Therefore, the Committee for the sake of methodological clarity decided to make a field 
survey on the socio-economic and educational condition of the Meiteis/Meeteis of Manipur. 
The Committee entrusted the work to the Centre for Manipuri Studies and Tribal Research of 
Manipur University, to study 15 Meitei/Meetei villages and 450 households of the Districts 
of Imphal, Thoubal and Bishnupur which are predominantly Meitei/Meetei inhabited 
districts out of the eight districts of Manipur selected on random sampling. The report of the 
Survey along with the Tables and village and household schedules are in CHAPTER - III. 
The eleven indicators of the Social, Educational and Economic condition.of the Meiteis/ 
Meeteis have been tested in this survey. 

3.1 MEITEI PANGAL : 

Meitei Pangals are indigenous and Muslim community settled in Manipur since the 
17th Century onwards who have adopted the Meiteilon (Manipuri or the language of the 
Meitei) as their mother tongue and also have adopted lineage (Sagei) system based on 
occupation, profession or habitation. There are 42 sageis (lineages) as approved by the Manipur 
State Darbar in 1932. However, a book entitled "Meitei Pangal" written by Dr. Baderrudin 
and Shri B. Kullachandra Sharma give 62 lineages of the Pangal. All Manipur Meitei Pangal 
Welfare Association submitted a list of 62 sageis or lineages. In the opinion of the 
Committee a Meitei Pangal is not simply a Muslim resident of Manipur, but he should be a 
follower of Islam, speaker of Meitei-lon as mother tongue and be bound by the Sagei 
(Lineage) system. The Mandal Commission put Meitei Pangal together with the Meitei. The 
Committee, after consideration of the oral and documentary evidences adduced on behalf of 
the Muslim community held that there are 62 Sageis or lineages (Schedule No. 1). 

3.2 MEITEI BRAHMINS AND RAJKUMARS : 

The Meitei Brahmins and Rajkumars are very much part of the Meitei. As such, they 
should be covered by the expression "Meitei". In this connection, we may refer to the Other 
Backward Classes list of Assam which gives status to Manipuri (Manipuri Brahmins, Manipuri 
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Muslim and Meitei). 

3.3 There is another community namely "Loi" in Manipur. The question whether or not 
"Lois" are Meiteis has become more or less academic. Because, they are socially, 
economically and educationally backward like the Meiteis. Further, the Meiteis consider 
them to be a segment of the Meitei society. Similarly, the "Lois" also consider themselves to 
be a segment of the Meitei Society. Point is, whether all the Lois should be given the Other 
Backward Classes status. A previous Committee submitted a report stating that only the 
Lois living in 8 villages namely, (1) Sekmai, (2) Khurkhul, (3) Leimaram, (4) Leimaram 
Khunou, (5) Andro, (6) Phayeng, (7) Kwatha and (8) Koutruk are Scheduled Caste and that 
the expression "Loi" mentioned in the President's Notification issued under Article 341 (1) 
includes only the Lois living in those 8 villages. This interpretation is now accepted by the 
Government. Therefore, there is no alternative but to extend the Other Backward Classes 
status to the Lois living in other villages. 

3.4 NEPALESE 

Nepalese are Hindu community with the social caste hierarchical system prevalent 
among themselves. Further, Nepalese were allowed to settle in Manipur by Maharaja of 
Manipur and the State Darbar sometime in the year 1921 on payment of foreigners’ tax. 
However, the payment of foreigners’ tax was abolished in the year 1947 by the Manipur 
State Council and they have been made domiciled community of Manipur. The Mandal 
Commission have listed only the 5 (five) Nepali castes namely, (1) Badi, (2) Damai, (3) 
Gainay, (4) Kami and (5) Satki as Other Backward Classes of Manipur. The Committee has 
fully endorsed the opinion of the Mandal Commission in this regard and the Committee has 
no different opinion to offer. These Nepali castes are found in Manipur particularly in the 
Senapati District. The Committee has to scrutinise these Nepali Castes in the context of 
their inclusion as Other Backward Classes and has no intention to go beyond this task and 
include all the Nepali Castes living as Other Backward Classes. Further, most of the Nepalese 
now living in Manipur arc foreigners and they have permanent homes at Nepal and other 
States. The fact that they were giving foreigners' tax to the Government establishes this fact 
beyond doubt. As stated above, only on 9/7/147, they have been made domiciled 
communities. Therefore, the Other Backward Classes status is to be extended only to those 
five Nepali Castes who were found in Manipur on or before 7/9/1947 and their descendants. 

3.5 TEL1 

The Teli is a community of Bihar Oil Crushers who are domiciled in Manipur. They 
have been recommended as Other Backward Classes by the Mandal Commission. The 
representative of the Teli community submitted that they be included in the Other Backward 
Classes. The report of the Deputy Commissioner particularly of the Imphal District 
confirmed their presence as domiciled community of Manipur. There is no dispute that the 
Teli population in Manipur have increased and are increasing day by day. The inclusion of 
this Community in the Other Backward Classes will certainly encourage the other members 
of this community now living in other States, to migrate to Manipur against the interest of 
the other communities of Manipur. Therefore , the Other Backward Classes status is to be 
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extended only to those members of the Teli community who have been living in Manipur 
continuously for 10 (ten) years as members of the domiciled community of Manipur. 

3.6 The four Tribes namely, (1) Kuki, (2) Khuangsai, (3) Naga and (4) Liamei Naga are to 
be excluded from the list of Other Backward Classes as they have been enjoying all the 
facilities given to the members of Scheduled Tribes for the last more than 3 decades although 
the name of their Tribes are not prescribed in the President's Notification issued under Clause 
1 of Article 342. In order to avoid further complicacy, the Government of Manipur may 
consider for taking appropriate steps for inclusion of these communities in the list of 
Scheduled Tribes, under Clause 2 of Article 342 of the Constitution of India. 

As stated above, the Sahte community is included in the list of Scheduled Tribes and 
the members of this community are not willing to be in the list of Other Backward Classes. 
As for the four communities namely, (1) Kuki, (2) Khuangsai, (3) Naga and (4) Liamei Naga, 
the name of their Tribes are not found in the Schedule Tribes list. However, they have been 
enjoying all the facilities given to the Scheduled Tribes claiming themselves to be belonging 
to any one of the tribes mentioned in the list of the Scheduled Tribes. With all their 
frankness, some important members of the Tribal Communities categorically submitted this 
position before the Committee. Further, the population on the basis of which the reservation 
of posts for tho Scheduled Tribes was made i.e., 31% includes the Kuki, Naga, Khuangsai, 
Liamei Naga and Sahte. The position, therefore, is that they have been allowed to enjoy all 
the benefits/facilities given to the Scheduled Tribes for the last many years although the 
names of their Tribes have not shown in the list of Scheduled Tribes. Surely they must 
have obtained Scheduled Tribe Certificate from the Deputy Commissioner of his 
subordinate officers. It is difficult very difficult, indeed, to understand as to how and on 
what basis the Deputy Commissioners and his subordinate officers issued the Scheduled 
Tribes Certificates in their favour in-as-much as the names of their communities have not 
been shown in the list of Scheduled Tribes. 

Point is, how to solve this problem . Now Article 342 (1) of the Constitution of India 
empowers the President to declare a Tribe or a Tribal Community or some parts or group 
within Tribes or Tribal Community as Scheduled Tribe. The notification issued under this 
clause is final and it cannot be ammended. Even the correctness or otherwise of the 
notification cannot be challenged in the Court of Law. In fact, the Courts have no power to 
go behind the order. However, under Clause 2 of this Article, Parliament may by Law 
include in or exclude from the list of Scheduled Tribes specified in the Notification. 
Therefore, the Government can take appropriate steps under Clause 2 of this Article for the 
inclusion of these Tribes in the list of Scheduled Tribes to avoid future complicacies. After 
all, the members of these Tribal Communities are not willing to be in the list of Other 
Backward Classes. 

4.0 The Committee found the work of screening all the communities delicate and sensitive. 
The Committee perused the criteria adopted by the Mandal Commission for the 
identification of the Other Backward Classes, Office Memorandum of the Government of 
India dated 13/8/1990 accepting the recommendation of the Mandal Commission and fixing 
of the reservation. 



4.1 Two core issues came up for examination by the Committee. The first one was the 
basis of the identification of the Meitei as Other Backward Classes by the Mandal 
Commission. The Judgements of the Supreme Court cited above have extensively and 
definitely dealt with all the conceptual issues on the definition of the "Other Backward 
Classes" on the basis of the social, economic and educational progress or status of a 
community. The "backwardness" of a community is not in the cultural scene of "lack of 
culture and civilization or uncultured or uncivilized", but on the basis of educational and 
economic underdevelopment which leads to social backwardness. It will be confirmed when 
one examines the indicators adopted by the Mandal Commission in identifying the Other 
Backward Classes. The indicators have three categories namely 

(1) Social 

(2) Educational 

(3) Economic 

4.2 The second issue was the criteria to fix the creamy layer among the Other Backward 
Classes of Manipur. The Supreme Court as referred to above has directed that criteria may 
be laid down to exclude the advanced section of the Socially and Educationally Backward 
Classes (Other Backward Classes). The Expert Committee of the Government of India laid 
down the Rule of Exclusion to be applied in different sectors of employment. The 
Committee identified the five categories listed below to which the Rule of Exclusion will 
apply : 

i) Constitutional Posts. 

ii) Service Category : 

A. Group/Class-I Officer of all India, 

Central and State Services (Direct Recruit). 

B. Group/Class-II Central Services and State Services (Direct Recruit). 

C. Employment in Public Sector Undertaking, etc. 

iii) Armed Force including Para Military Forces 

(this will not include persons holding Civil Posts). 

iv) Professional Class and those engaged in Trade, Business and Industry. 

v) Property Owners : 

A. Agricultural Land Holdings 

B. Plantation. 

C. Vacant Land and/or buildings in Urban Areas or urban agglomeration. 

(See Anncxure - IX of the criteria of Rule of Exclusion as per recommendation of 

the Expert Committee). 

The Expert Committee of the Government of India laid down one income/wealth test to 
exclude the advanced section of the Other Backward Classes. An annual income of Rs. 1.00 
lakh was proposed. The Committee examined the issue of creamy area in the context of 
Manipur. The State is economically very backward. And Manipur is a small State having a 
small population. Further, the gap between the haves and have-nots is very small. According 
to the indices of development prepared by the Centre for Monitoring the Indian Economy 
(Bombay) in May, 1982 with the weightage of 50% for agriculture, 20% for Mining and 
Industry, 30% for Service Sector, Punjab stood first with 220 points, followed by Haryana

with 166 points, Maharastra with 163 points. The indices of development of North East 
India are Meghalaya 66, Assam 58, Nagaland 50, Tripura 34, Sikkim 24 and Manipur only 
24. Manipur thus had the lowest number of indices of development. The per capita income of 
Manipur at current price in 1989-90 was Rs. 3,502/- as against the all India average per 
capita income of Rs. 4,252/-. The population below the poverty line is 45.06% as against all 
India average of 26% in 1989-90. It is a fact that there are very few people of very high 
income group in Manipur. The socio-economic and educational survey conducted by the 
Committee confirmed this position. Very small percentage of households had property value 
of Rs. 1.00 lakh and above and naturally the income is still lesser. Therefore, for the purpose 
of Other Backward Classes, the wealth indices test may not be necessary or practicable. 
However, for all India requirement as laid down by the Supreme Court and the Expert 
Committee of the Government, the ceiling may be a requirement. 

5.0 RECOMMENDATIONS : 

5.1 The Committee after having carefully scrutinised the Communities listed by the Mandal 
Commission Report as Other Backward Classes of Manipur and also findings of the Survey 
covering all the eleven indicators of the Social, Educational and Economic status of the Meiteis 
was satisfied *hat out of the 22 points, 13 points are secured for the Meiteis. Therefore, the 
Meiteis may be included as Other Backward Classes. This Committee, therefore, recommends 
the following as Other Backward Classes of Manipur :- 

(1) Mcitei/Meetei (including Meitei Brahmin, Meitei Sanamahi, Meitei Rajkumar and 
Non-Scheduled Caste Lois*) 

(2) The Meitei Pangal 

(3) Teli who have domiciled in Manipur for 10 years and their descendants. 

(4) Badi (Nepali), Damai (Nepali), Gainang (Nepali), Satki) and Kani (Nepali) who 
have been living in Manipur as Members of the domiciled community since 
9/7/1947 and their descendants. 

5.2 Sahte Tribe is to be excluded from the Other Backward Classes (reasons stated above). 
The four communities namely : Kuki, Khuangsai, Naga and Liamei Naga are to be excluded 
from the list of Other Backward Classes (reasons stated above). The Government of Manipur 
may consider for taking appropriate steps under Clause 2 of Article 342 of the Constitution 
of India for the inclusion of the said four communities in the Schedule Tribes list (reasons 
stated above). 

6.0 SECOND TERM OF REFERENCE : 

(i) The committee recommends that the Rule of Exclusion proposed by the Government of 
India's Expert Committee should be applied to the Other Backward Classes of Manipur 

The Non-Schedule Caste Lois are the Lois who are not living in the villages 
namely 1) Awang Sekmai, 2) Leimaram, 3) Leimaram khunou, 4) Koutruk, 
5) Andro, 6) Andro, 6) Phayeng, 7) Kwatha and Khurkhul 
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at the time of employment. 

(ii) For the State service of Manipur the Committee recommends that the income/wealth 
test should not be applied as a criteria to exclude the creamy layer amongst the socially 
and educationally backward classes as (SEBC) for the reasons stated above. 

(iii) However, for the Central or All India Services the income/wealth test laid down by the 
Expert Committee of the Government of India at the ceiling of Rs. 1.00 lakh per annum 
may be adopted. 

6.1 PERMANENT MACHINERY : 

The Committee also recommends that a permanent machinery to decide or and issue 
relevant qualification of Other Backward Classes should be established by the Government 
of Manipur both at the State and the District levels. 

6.2 REVIEW OF OTHER BACKWARD CLASSES STATUS : 

It is further recommended that there will be a review of the status of the Other 
Backward Classes after every five years. 

6.3 PROPORTIONAL RESERVATION : 

The question of the proportional reservation for the Meitei Pangals was examined but 
it is not possible for the Committee to recommend the proportional reservation for each of 
the communities listed as Other Backward Classes. However, it is a policy matter and 
therefore, it is a matter to be decided by the Government of Manipur. 

7.0 The Committee had received a lot of co-operation and assistance from all sections of 
the population. The Committee put on record the services rendered by the officials of the 
Tribal Development Department, specially Dr. H. Kamkhenthang, Joint Director (Research), 
Tribal Development Department, Mr. L. Gangte, IAS, Secretary of Tribal Development 
Department, Government of Manipur and Shri Saichhuana, IAS, Commissioner (Tribal 
Development), Government of Manipur as Convenor. Lastly, we thank the Research 
Scholars of the Centre for Manipuri Studies and Tribal Research of the Manipur University 
specially Shri R. K. Sanajaoba, Assistant Registrar of the Centre for the field survey of the 
data and preparation of the report. The Committee has put its best efforts in the task entrusted 
to it by the Government of Manipur. 

8.0 With the submission of the Report, the Committee stands wound up immediately i.e. 
the 30th June, 1994.

CONDITIONS OF THE MEITEIS OF MANIPUR 


A survey on Socio-Educational and Economic condition of the Meiteis of Manipur of 
15 villages of three valley Districts namely, Bishnupur, Imphal and Thoubal was conducted 
by the research personnel of the Centre for Manipuri Studies and Tribal Research , Manipur 
University. These 15 villages were selected by the Expert Committee of Other Backward 
Classes which was considered by the Government of Manipur. The villages so selected are 
given below against each district 

A) Bishnupur - (1) Irengbam 

(2) Ishok 

(3) Nachou 

(4) Sagang 

(5) Thamnapokpi 

B) Imphal - (1) Ghari 

(2) Konthoujam 

(3) Laphupat Tera 

(4) Phumlou 

(5) Sagolmang 

C) Thoubal - (1) Chairen 

(2) Ningel 

(3) Tumukhong 

(4) Ukhongsang 

(5) Wangoo 

The finding of the survey of the above 15 villages are given in Table (I) & (II). Table 
- (I) shows the socio-educational and economic indicators village-wise, whereas Table - (II) 
shows the same conditions based on 30 sample households of each village. 

1 . ANALYSIS OF TABLE - I 

Form the said table, it is clearly seen that the selection of the villages has been done 
from different directions and from distant corners of the three districts. The important 
indicators for the research on the socio-educational and economic conditions of the villages 
include population, educational institutions and rate of literacy, occupation/professions, 
sources of drinking water and their distance, number of houses which have connected 
electricity, types of houses, number of financial institutions, number of families that have an 
annual income of Rs. 1.00 lakh and above, number of marriages during the last five years. 
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Of the 15 villages, Wangoo has the highest number of households (i.e. 1200 
households) whereas Sagang has the lowest number of 40 households. The most highly 
populated is Bishnupur (with 15127 population) which is followed by Thoubal with a total 
population of 14424. 

EDUCATION 

Except Konthoujam and Sagang, all the remaining villages do not have a college or a 
higher secondary school. Both the colleges established at Konthoujam and Sagang are 
private colleges. Of these 15 villages, only 10 high schools are found one each in Irengbam, 
Ishok, Nachou, Sagang, Konthoujam, Laphupat Tera, Sagolmang, Ukhongsang, Wangoo and 
Tumukhong. Some of these high schools are private. Neither L. P. School nor J. B. School is 
found in Sagang and Ghari. 

The overall literacy percentage of these Districts may be indicated as follow :-

The number of post-graduate degree holders in each districts is 25 in Bishnupur, 17 in 
Imphal and 12 in Thoubal. But there are no post-graduate degree holders in Phumlou (Imphal) 
and in Ningel and tumukhong (Thoubal). 

Similarly Imphal has the highest number of graduates (i.e. 328) whereas Bishnupur and 
Thoubal have 131 and 133 graduates. No graduates are found in Ningel and Tumukhong. 
The percentage of matriculates in three districts may be enumerated as follows :-

OCCUPATION 

Cultivation is the main occupation of most of the villagers of these Districts. During 
the off-seasons, the villagers engaged themselves in other manual and skilled works like 
construction of houses both pucca and kutcha, carpentry etc. Besides, the occupations listed 
in the villaged schedule framed by the Expert Committee, the occupations like tailoring, 
carpentry, fish farming, piggery, poultry are also found. 

Agriculture labourers predominate other professions in all the villages of the present 
survey. The percentage of agricultural labourers both male and female of the three Districts 
are given below

Most of these agricultural labourers are landless people. 

Other professions like shop-keeping (Pan-Dukan), grocery etc. are very rarely taken 
up. The highest number of persons engaged in the profession is found in Nachou village with 
a total shop of 21 in number and the least is 7 in Ishok. 

All the villages have one or two Class - I Officers except Sagang where no Class - 1 
Officer is found. These Class -1 Officers belong to mostly college teachers. Altogether five 
Class -III Officers are found during the survey, and all of them are male. Ghari, Ukhongsang 
and Wangoo have one each while Konthoujam has got two. The number of Class - III and IV 
employees are also very low even if there are sufficient number of qualified persons. 

DRINKING WATER 

The main sources of drinking water of the villages are :- 

i) Village ponds - 35.1 No. 

ii) Rivers - 63.3 more then 1/2 km. and upto 1 km. 

1.6 more than 1/2 km. 

The distance of the village ponds varies from village to village. The farthest pond is 
found in Ishok. The distance is about 2 km. from the village. The nearest pond in all these 
villages is located less than half a km. in most of the cases. River is the alternative source of 
drinking water. In Thoubal District all villages depend on rivers in addition to ponds. All the 
villages have no hydrant point nor hand-pump. 

EDUCATION OF CHILDREN 

Looking into the overall educational status of children between 5-15 age group of 
surveyed area it is found that out of 100 children 54.6 percent of children never attend school 
and 28.4 percent of children dropped out from schooling at different classes and only 17.0 
percent of children pass their matriculation. It clearly reveals that more then 50 percent of 
children of Meiteis population has not across the formal and non-formal education with any 
educational status. In this regard, the state overage of never attend school children were only 
46.5 percent and passes matriculation were 4.2 percent (1981 census). 

Note : 1991 Census data are not available at present and particulars of dropped out students 
data of 1981 Census are not also available (for State average). 


2. TABLE - II 
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Of these 15 villages, 30 households were selected at random to assess the socio- 
educational and economic conditions of each household. During the survey, only 10 indicators 
relating to socio-economic and educational status were collected as samples for analysis. 
The samples of the five villages of each District have been accumulated and tabulated 
district-wise. 

On analysis, it is seen that female population is greater than that of the male population 
in Imphal and Thoubal Districts while in Bishnupur District, male population predominates 
female population. 

EDUCATION 

Most of the villages selected for the present study have not enjoyed sufficient facilities 
for education of children between the age-group of 5-15 who never attended schools are the 
highest in Bishnupur District with 78.6%. This is followed by Thoubal District with 52.7% 
and Imphal District has the lowest percentage of (35.8%) in this category. 

But the number of children of the same age-group who dropped out of schools is highest 
in Imphal District with 39.3% Thoubal (32.2%) and Bishnupur (12.1%) follow. 

Of the 150 households, the percentage of matriculates and above are highest in Imphal 
District with 35.1%, Thoubal (28.5%) and Bishnupur (25.4%) come after Imphal. 

ECONOMIC CONDITION 

Of 450 households of the three Districts, 98% of the households live in kutcha houses 
while 2% live in pucca houses. District- wise percentage may be enumerated as follows :

68.5% of the sample population belong to the lowest range (i.c. upto 20,000). 

Only 3.2% of the 450 households have an annual income of Rs. 1.00 lakh and above. 
The remaining 96.7% come under the categories II to IV. Generally, most of the villagers 


have no valuable assets except their plots of land and the houses they live in. In terms of 
family value asset, the data of State average are not available. 

RELIGION 

Most of the villagers i.e. about 83% of the sample population adopted Hinduism while 
18% are Meiteism. A few of the population (i.e. about 1.3%) converted into Christianity. 

The general response of the informants as to whether people regarded them backward 
is affirmative in most of the cases. The percentage of the positive and negative response is 
given below

Marriage of both the sexes above 17 years of age is very high in all the Districts. The 
percentage of such marriage are

In Meitei society, there is no custom of child marriage. Moreover generally Meiteis arc 
getting late marriage in contrast with the other Indian societies. The age of marriage of State 
average is 26.6 years for male & 21.3 for female (mean age). 

WOMEN’S WORK PARTICIPATION RATE 

The findings of the survey provides that 100 to 100 percentage of villages women 
participated into the work found in various forms mainly in the agricultural section and few 
of them are in industrial & other section except very few women who are not capable to do 
anything due to old age or ill health. That in the surveyed area 88.67 percent of women are 
engaged in cultivation/agricultural labour and fishing and remaining number of 11.34 % are 
in weaving & other non-agricultural work. It is, therefore, clearly seen that maximum number 
of women population is still engaged in agricultural section and few number of women are 
engaged in industrial and other section. Further observation on State average and survey 
report also found that the present findings of women work participation rate (88.67 percent) 
is much higher than the State average i.e. 58.19 percent in 1991 census. The given report 
exclusively committed the trade/commerce and household work category due to the 
negligible percentage and being a common feature of women respectively.

ii) The statement and affidavit filed in support thereof should preferably be in 
English or Manipuri but if it is in any languages other than English or Manipuri it 
should be accompanied with a translation in English or Manipuri duly 
authenticated by the counsel who prepared by the statement of behalf of the 
deponent or by a Magistrate of the first class : 
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iii) Every affidavit shall be drawn up in the first person and shall be divided into 
paragraphs, to be numbered consecutively, its material statement being made the 
subject matter of the paragraph : 

iv) Every affidavit shall include therein the correct description, occupation and place 
of abode of the deponent and shall contain, at the end, a verification in the 
following form : 

Verified that - 

a) The statement made in paragraph . of the affidavit are true to my 

knowledge. 

b) The statement made in paragraph.of the affidavit are based on the 

information derived by me which is believed by me to be true. 

Explanation- Where such information is based on any information derived ; 

i) from an individual, the name, description, occupation and correct address of such 
individual shall be specified in the affidavit.

Sir, 


I am to refer to your letter No. 3/10/EC(OBC)/93 dt. 2/12/93 on the subject indicated 
above and request you to kindly refer to the Memorandum submitted by the Manipuri (Meitei) 
Backward Classes, Association represented by (e.g. L. Achaw Singh) which gave our 
considered opinion for evolving criteria for selection of backward classes at Para 1 and 3. 
The said Memorandum dated 8/1/93 is enclosed for ready reference and the said Paras 1 and 
3 may be considered. 

For inclusion or exclusion of the communities in the list of the backward classes I give 
below my opinion : 

(a) The words’ Meitei and the Meitei Pangal' listed at item No. 30 needs to be 
specially and precisely put to avoid future misunderstanding. 

In Manipur some groups among Meiteis professing 'Sanamahi etc.' claims themselves 
as 'Meitei' and they were classified as 'Meitei' in the recent Census. The number of such 
persons is about 2000/3000 and the rest of the Meitei population was recorded as 'Manipuri'. 
Because of these factual positions the word 'Meitei' listed as the name of O.B.C. be put as 
below to avoid complications and misunderstanding : 

"Meiteis including Meiteis professing Sanamahi etc. and those residents known 
as Meiteis residing in Manipur". In respect of "Meitei Pangal" it means the 
Muslims born and brought up in Manipur and speaking Manipuri as their mother 
tongue. 

(b) In respect of several sub-tribes of Nepali listed at the list these may be deleted 
and the same be put as "Nepali means those who were born and brought up in 
Manipur as a permanent resident". 

(c) In respect of tribes listed in serial nos. 21, 22 and 36 viz, Khuangsai, Kuki, Naga 
who are residents of Manipur these may be deleted as they are already in the 
reserved category. 
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(d) The other castes/subcastes given in the list of backward classes in the Mandal 
Commission report may be deleted if they are not residents of Manipur. 

With regards to the determination of the Creamy layer among the O.B.C., there is 
no need for exclusion of any group amongst them as the whole of the State and the Manipuris 
are socially and economically backward.

’'Para 800, In Chitralekha i.e. AIR 1964 SC 1823, this Court held that such an 
identification i.e. Identification of backward classes on the basis of 
consumption-cum-income is permissible. We see no reason to differ with the 
said view in as much as this is but another method to find socially backward 
classes. Indeed, this test in the Indian context is broadly the same as one adopted 
by the Mandal Commission. While answering question 3 (b), we said that 
identification of backward classes can be done with reference to castes along 
with other occupation groups, communities and classes, we did not say that it is 
the only permissible method. Indeed, there may be some groups or classes in 
those cases Caste may not be relevant to all. For example, agricultural labourers, 
rickshaw pullers/drivers, street hawkers etc. may well qualify for being 
designated as Backward Classes." 

(b) Secondly, Manipuri as a group from all aspects of special economic and 
education are backward in relation to the rest of the country. One of the glaring 
examples of backwardness, was that, the students of this place could not 
compete favourably in the competitive examinations, particularly at the All 
India Level Competition of Civil examination. Since the dawn of the 
Independence only thr-'c Manipuri boys could enter IAS (i.e., Indian 
Administrative Services - iil! to-date, successfully on merit. Besides, Manipur 
was a backward state, ;pnI the Government of India recognised it, even at the 
time of merger with the Indian Unon. In the Manipur Merger Agreement, inter 
alia, at Article VI Clai.se (3) the Government of India understood to make 
suitable provisions for the appointment of Manipuri in the various branches of 
public services, the relevant provisions of which are reproduced below- in 
extension : 
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"Article VII Clause (3) : The Government of India also undertook to make 
suitable provision for the employment of Manipuri in the various branches of 
public services and to the public services as early as 21.9.48 (Merger Agreement) 
thereby disclosing that the Manipuri needs special protection and encouragement. 
Even today the situation stands and Manipuri needs protection. 

(c) That Manipur is one of the backward states in India. Its per capita income is 
the lowest in comprising in relation to the rest of the country. Secondly, the 
Government is the biggest employer and there is no other avenues, worth 
mentioning for providing employment. Agriculture is the main source for 
providing employment. There are several lacs of unemployed and under employed 
persons in Manipur. Thirdly, there are more than 2-4 lacs unemployed youths in 
the live Register of the Employment Exchanges. 

(d) The aforesaid criteria of identification of backward on the basis of 
occupation-cum-income may be applied and designate as Backward Classes. 

2. In terms of Reference No. 2 about formulating criteria to determine 'Creamy Layer' we 
submit that the Hon'ble Supreme Court, as reported in 1992 SSC(L&S) supp. 1 
(relevant para 793) Indian Sawhny Vs. Union of India. Popularly known as Mandal 
Commission Case, directed the Government of India to specify the basis of executive whether 
on the basis of income, extent of holding or otherwise of Creamy Layer, the relevant 
provision of which are reproduced in extenso : 

"Para 793. Keeping in mind all these considerations we direct the Government of 
India to specify the basis of exclusion whether on the basis of income extent of 
holding or otherwise of "Creamy Layer". 

The memorialist submit the following principles for determination of "Creamy 

Layer" : 


"Persons having gross income of Rs. 1 lac and above per year continuously at 
least for a period of three years, may be treated as Creamy Layer and those 
categories of persons be treated as creamy layer and they be excluded from being 
a Backward Classes. 

3. In respect of the Backward Class listed in respect of Manipur, the Mandal 

Commission, listed at SI. No. 30 Meitei and Meitei Pangal. We suggest to substitute by the 
following words i.e. 

"Manipuri including Meitei, Meitei Pangal, Meitei Bamon who speak Manipuri 
as their mother tongue". 

In the Constitution (Seventy first) Ammendment Act, 1932, Manipuri as the 
language spoken and accepted as the official language in Manipur, was inserted in the VIII 
Schedule of the Constitution of India.

Recommendation of the Meiteis of Manipur by the Mandal Commission as an "Other 
Backward Class" of the State has brewed up a sensational question involving 
determination of the people's fate. The polarised options viz., for and against their inclusion 
in the State list of OBCs reflect two corresponding vagaries of interests: in favour of the 
inclusion considering the accompanying benefits, and refuting it in safeguard of their local 
nationalistic pride. This situation has got internalised in the mind of a Meitei individual in 
the form of a dilemma between the two ends. Nay, to a Meitei intellectual it becomes an 
experience of mixed attitudes and emotions whereby it is wished that both the interests could 
be served simultaneously, an imagination that may not apparently materialise, however. One 
end may be achieved at the cost of the other; the two thus appear to be mutually conflicting 
sweet wills incapable of being compromised. In this state of affairs a destructuralisation is 
deemed necessary to get rid of this kind impasse so that the two opposing factors may be 
re-examined separately from each other rather in terms of their relationship with the respect 
points of reference. 

Obviously, the temptation to the job reservation and other benefits that would accrue to 
them for being an OBC on the part of those having predilection for the same originates in the 
reports of the Mandal Commission. It can not but be asked, however, as to whether the Meiteis 
in collectivity are objectively identifiable as a 'backward class of citizens'. Clarification of 
this Basic question is, of course, called for prior to aspiring after the promised opportunities. 
This pica for critical review gets its fillip from a part of the judgement of the Hon'ble 
Supreme Court of India (vide (AIR), 1993, Pp. 554 and 555 s.c.) on the point of identification of 
Backward Classes, whereby the approach to this matter may differ from State to State since 
the conditions in each State may differ, and even within a State conditions may differ from 
region to region. Relating to this point the apex Court' necessarily deals with generalities of 
the situation and not with the problems or issues of a peripheral nature which are peculiar to 
a particular State, district or region. Each and every situation cannot be visualised and 
answered. That must be left to the appropriate authorities appointed to identify. We can lay 
down only general guidelines'. It must have been in line with this clarification of the apex 
Court that the Government of Manipur has instituted a "Committee on the OBCs of Manipur" 
to deal with the local situation of the problem. 

Accordingly, a review of the Mandal Commission in the context of Manipur is hereby 
attempted as a sine quo non for providing the necessary light to all concerned. 

In the Report of the Mandal Commission one is not given access to the picture of the 





socio-educational survey works reportedly conducted under the auspices of said Commission 
on the sample two villages (Langjing Part II and Arong) and the one Imphal Urban Block, 
mainly on whose basis the Meiteis are identified by this Commission as a "Backward Classes 
of citizens' of this state. Nor are the material of the Census Operations useful to us in this 
regard as the community-wise figures of the people in point are not furnished in the Census 
Report. Under these circumstances we are handicapped with authentic empirical data to employ 
with in examining the validity of the Meiteis of being qualified to be identified as a 'backward 
classes of citizens' by the standard laid down by the Mandal Commission for the macroscopic 
assessment of the situation at the gross national level. What is only left with us is the 
possibility of scansion of the said criteria in the present context, rather in a logical term, 
which the Commission exercises in the forms of eleven Indicators grouped under the Social, 
Educational and Economic heads. The contemplated indicator-wise logical observations are 
given as follows : 

A. Social 

(i) Castes/Classes considered as socially backward by others. 

Observation : 

The Meitei community comprises two broad internal groups, namely the Brahmins and 
the Kshatrias. Historically as well as sociologically the Kshatria Meiteis are again of two 
classes : the bonaflde Meiteis (who are historically called panna Meiteis) and the Loi Meiteis 
who had been tribute-payers to the Meitei kings in the past and for that reason, remained as 
an exterior caste when the panna Meiteis got converted into Hinduism in the 18th century. 
These Loi Meiteis later gradually came into the fold of the local Hinduism with the formal 
approvals of the then Meitei kings with Kshatria caste status accorded to them, with the 
exception of the Lois of 8 (eight) specified villages who have been officially recognised as a 
Scheduled Caste of the State. Nevertheless, the significant fact is that consequent upon their 
earlier Loi identity, even after their Hinduisation to the status of the local Kshatria caste, 
they have been treated by the panna Meiteis with a social stigma of looking down upon them 
though, certainly, the social distance resulted has of late narrowed down as a mark of social 
change in Manipur valley. This being the situation, within the larger Meitei social system it 
is this class of the erstwhile Loi Meiteis (non-Schedules Caste Lois) who may be considered 
as socially backward. This means to say that the indicator (1) may be deemed applicable to 
this class of the Meiteis, never to the privileged panna Meiteis and the Brahmins of the 
Meitei population of this state. 

(ii) Castes/Classes which mainly depend on manual labour for their livelihood. 

Observation : 

The Meitei society is marked by the absence of Sudra caste or any class of people who 
mainly depend in manual labour for their livelihood. 

(iii) Castes/Classes, where at least 25% females and 10% above the State average get 
married at an age below 17 yeas in rural areas and at least 10% females and 5% males do so 
in urban areas. 


Observation : 

Want of empirical evidences to prove this indicator. 

(iv) Castes/Classes where participation of females in work is at least 25% above the 
state average. 

Observation : 

If "work" refers to activities apart from those in employed jobs and of household 
management, as is seemingly so held in administration, applicability of this indicator is 
doubtful. Empirical data have to clarify it. 

B. Educational 

(v) Castes/Classes where the number of children in the age group of 5-15 years who 
never attended school is at least 25% above the State level. 

Observation : 

Primary education is almost universal in the contemporary Meitei society. One cannot 
therefore cast even the slightest doubt on the inapplicability of this indicator. 

(vi) Castes/Classes where the rate of student drop-out in the age group of 5-15 years is 
at least 25% above the State average. 

Observation : 

The phenomenon would not prevail at least in the priviledged class of the Meitei society 
who are educationally the most advanced in the State. 

(vii) Castes/Classes where the average value of family assets is at least 25% below the 
State average. 

In the light of the observation on the indicator (vi), the proportion of matriculates would 
surely be fairly above, instead of being below the State average in the case of the priviledged 
class of the Meiteis in particular. 

C. Economic : 

(viii)Castes/Classes where the average value of family assets is at least 25% below the 
State average. 

(ix) Castes/Classes where the number of families living in Kuccha house is at least 
25% above the State average. 

Observation : 

These indicators may be clubbed together. There again, empirical data asked for. True, 
the economic status of the people is considerably low by the national standard. It may, 
however, be kept in mind that now that the Meiteis are the most advanced group in many 
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walks of life within the State the average value of family assets and the number of families 
of this people, particularly the class of this people enjoying the privledged of being the 
dominant group in this State since historical days, living in Kuccha houses would not be 
25% below and 25% above the respective State averages. Moreover,'Kuccha houses' perhaps 
need clear-cut identification in the local context. 

(x) Castes/Classes where the source of drinking water is beyond half a kilometre for 
more than 50% of the households. 

Observation : 

The traditional cultural pattern of the Meiteis to live a social life with a pond each at 
the homesteads of the families still persists in the Meitei villages till date. Further, sufficient 
number of big tanks scattered in the range of far below half a kilometre supplement water- 
supply among the Meitei ruralites. In the urban areas the Government has now provided 
household consumption water supply system. Hence, the indicator would evidently be beside 
the point. 

(xi) Castes/Classes where the number of households having taken consumption loan is 
at least 25% above the State average. 

Observation : 

This again invites empirical evidences. What is more, the possible cultural habit of the 
people being taken to loan-taking and the comparatively great temptation to the loan 
satisfaction of emerging great number of wants in the contemporary trend of the Meitei society 
which is more adapted to change than any other peoples of the State may necessarily be 
recknoned with. 

General Assessment : 

In respects of Indicators (i), (ii), (v), (vi) and (vii) the observation do/would definitely 
tally with the corresponding empiral pictures of the realities. These facts granted, then 
following the methodology of assessment adopted by the Commission, the Meiteis (to be 
precise, the priviledge Meiteis) would score - 12 points (3+3+3+2+2+2) out of the total score 
of 22 points, i.e., 1 point below the base point (11 points) of the Commission. This score 
may, most likely, far come down as and when the empirical evidences with respects to those 
other remaining indicators will be taken into those other remaining indicators will be taken 
into account. The pessimistic outcome must have been sensed before hand in the light of the 
logical facts shown there above. 

It is high time for any Government Directorate/Department of the State to exhibit the 
empirical material on the above criteria separately for the Meitei, if there be any, to the 
public for resolving this issue of identification. In case of absence of the said kind of material, 
it would strongly be suggested that urgent arrangement should be made for undertaking a 
careful socio-educational survey on the Meiteis and other communities in issue with the help 
of the appropriate and competent resource persons, if at all the criteria framed by the Mandal 
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Commission are to be followed for identification of the peoples as backward classes of citizens. 
Or, the Government-sponsored Committee on OBCs of Manipur may go about by evolving 
an independent methodology with criteria suitable to the local situation, of course, without 
telling upon the basic spirit of the relevant Articles and Clauses thereof and philosophy behind 
them, of the Constitution. 

All what has been placed above is only within the ambit of the question of identification 
of backward classes. Now, the question of Reservation for which purpose identification of 
backward classes is necessary, may be looked into in terms of the associated objectives and 
the underlying philosophy. To start with, the language of the AIR (1993, Pp. 639 SC) may 
apply be reproduced : "Employment is an important and by far the dominant remunerative 
occupation, and when it is with the Government, non-Government or Government-controlled 
organisation, it has an added edge.. The employment under the State, by itself, may, many 
times help achieve the triple goal of social, economic and political justice". It needs a recall 
of the significance of the contemplation of Articles 14 and the other cognate Articles of the 
Indian Constitution that equality is secured not only when equals are treated equally. Article 
16 specially provides for quality of opportunity in matters of public employment and Clause 
(4) of the said Article emphasises on reservation of appointment or post for any backward 
classes of citizens which is not adequately represent in the State services. The various 
provisions in the Constitution relating to reservation acknowledge that reservation is an 
integral part of the principle of equality where inequalities exist. 

In the sphere of employment in Central Services the Meiteis are in a pitiful position. 
There representation in the highest services of the country, such as IAS, IPS and the Allied 
Services is next to nil. They remain an unequal in comparison to the general (advanced) as 
well as the backward Classes (STs and SCs) of the nation in this respect. They may thus be 
held as have been deprived of the opportunity of being or becoming equals among the equals. 
It is indeed a shocking light on which many a educated Meitei laments and is even ready to 
see their community identified as a backward class of people other than the STs and SCs at 
the cost of their self-consciousness of being an historically and culturally advanced 
community. Some of them would not, ironically mind even for their identification as a ST or 
SC for the cause of their share in the reserved posts of the prestigious Central Services. 
These feelings really merit an emphatic attention; and incidentally, are projected in tune 
with the principle of equality of citizens of the country. 

But, the strength paradox that arises in the scene is : to that end the Meiteis ought to be 
first identified as a backward class of citizens. It is a propos of this precondition that the pre- 
OBC Meiteis welcome the Report of the Mandal Commission. Yet, the inapplicability of the 
criteria formulated by the Commission immediately to this people as has been aoulined above, 
tends to nib their hope, in the bud. The late straw of their hope may be found in the possible 
working out of a genuinely suitable methodology for the case(s) in point by the State 
Committee on OBCs. The possible Gordian knot on the said Committee in that attempt is, 
however, the fact that it cannot easily dispense with honouring the other interest that may be 
labelled as Plitical-economic interest of those other Meitei thinkers who would forgo, if 
necessary to do so, the prospect of job reservation in the top Central Services for the sake of 
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preserving their unique historical and cultural embaras de riches that distinguish their people 
as a discrete local nationality with which they probably wish to live as an honourable and 
esteemed class of people in India. They think that for a people like theirs having had their 
own independent kingdom before its merger into the Indian Union in 1949, and after living 
for a pretty long period of about 45 years as an integral part of the Union to exist now onwards 
as another backward classes of the country is never negotiable and a point of no compromise. 
They tend even to exercise the freedom of expressing the opinion that to accept their OBC 
identification would be self-demeaning, it would spell out the dismal failure of the Government 
of the people, to secure the optimum rate of development of the people by the modern standard 
during the long span of 45 years of its administrative functioning. The insufficiency of the 
administration is evidently called in question. They would further add; Great strange : a 
people whose language is included in the Eight Schedule of the Indian Constitution be 
downgraded on block to the status of an Other Backward Classes of people. 

The State Committee on OBCs is certainly harnessed in an onerous of solving a tricklish 
problem. Our Constitution has seemingly no provision, either, to deal with such peculiar 
case of the Meiteis where the people are hardly unidentifiable as a backward class of citizens 
by the stand, ^ds of the Mandal Commission, yet, at the same time, little represented in the 
highest administrative jobs of the nation. In this state of affairs may, pers oral understanding 
of the matter would be that if at all the Meiteis cannot be considered as a class of backward 
class, they are left with the only alternative of competing with the other Indians of the 
advanced/general class for entrance into the Central Services. The multiferous utilities the 
said service hold out apart, this kind of services should be taken as a bid of challenge to the 
Meiteis if they really feel proud of their background cultural and historical traditions. Are 
the Meiteis, who successfully thrive in trades like medicine, engineering, high general 
education etc., at least at the national level, hopelessly worthless for IAS, IPS and the allied 
Services? Added to the nightmare of the fear/defeatist payche, if any, of the Meitei youths 
and the possible lack of the necessary value system in the Meitei society, the education system 
working in this State hinges as the formidable bottleneck in the situation. It is the business 
of the Meitei individuals and families as well as social organisations to tide over the first 
two stumbling blocks. For the third deficiency and to vigorously make it up the greater part 
of the responsibility lies with the State Government. Here I would humbly suggest for public 
mobilisation to motivate the Government, or the Government's own initiative, to generate a 
radical education policy and executed, effective implementation of the same with a determined 
and committed delve into the possible devices of producing competent, well-equipped Meitei 
conditions, among others, to respond with flying colours to the challenge lying before their 
people. I hope the Government on its full awareness of this emerging problem, would in no 
time set up a high level Commission to cope with it with definite practical efficacy. And, the 
Meitei youths should, mutatis mutandis, befitting and becoming of belonging to a people 
who ought to rescue themselves from their falling image, conjure up a part of their libido, 
energy of all the life instincts, to benignly overcome such challenge worth fighting for. 
Dreaming of high reward crest-fallen and crying for the moon while sitting cross-legged 
would only invite the wrath of Nemesis. The Meiteis badly need an over-all forward change; 
their collective spirit benumbed in slumber deep, as usual of any other owners of civilisation, 
great or small, on the 'Yin' rhythm of the wheel of their history, needs now be reawakened 




for the immediate 'Yang' alternate turn of the said wheel. I am now sanguine that the Meitei 
conscientiousness apparently lost for a while in the impasse referred to at the beginning is 
probably redeemed with these contemplated re-creative ideas in their outlook. 

On the Lois: The historical and contemporary social identity of the Lois as a more or 
less distinct class of people within the larger Meitei society has been alluded to above. The 
only point that may be reiterated here is that their early historical compatriots now living 
eight specified villages have been classed for administrative purpose as a Scheduled Caste of 
the State. The telling point of difference that would draw line of demarcation them and those 
Scheduled Caste Lois refers to the sociological fact that these other Lois have been in 
contradistinction to their Scheduled Caste counterpart who have not come to the fold of local 
Hinduism throughout history, elevated to the Kshatria Meiteis. This is the mode of functioning 
caste system in Manipur valley to be reckoned with as working after of what the eminent 
sociologist, Professor M.N. Srinivas Calls 'Caste in its as it is perspective'. This social status 
of this class of Lois would certainly prove to be a suitable base on which the State Committee 
on OBCs may appropriately arrange for conducting a quick yet satisfactory inquiry into the 
other relevant aspects of their life, with whose results, if favourable, they may rightly be 
identified as a 'backward class of citizens' and recommended as such, certainly, subject to 
the condition of the legal imperative of singling out their creamy layer in case of its existence 
in their society. 

On the Meitei Pangals : The Muslim of Manipur, popularly known as Meitei Pangals mainly 
in consideration of their speaking Meitei language as their mother tongue, appear to be 
educationally backward by the State standard. Their segregation from the Meitei society is, 
however, primarily on the religious ground; it is not because the Meiteis consider them socially 
backward. There is lack of ethnographic information about the internal hierarchical form of 
social stratification in the light of which observation could be made of the existence of socially 
backward class, if there be any, within their own society. And, occupationally they would 
fall under the same category as of the Meiteis. All these conditions blow a clarion call for 
basic ethnographic investigation in this society on these and other relevant aspects of their 
community life. 

Finally, there is still a necessity to examine if the list of communities recommended by 
the Mandal Commission as the OBCs of Manipur State overlaps with the list of Scheduled 
Castes of this state in respects of certain communities, and whether new names of certain 
peoples who are already members of some recognised STs and SCs appear in the said list.

Sir, 

In compliance with your letter No. 3/10/EC(OBC)/93 dated the 2nd Dec. 1993 on the 
above subject, I am furnishing my views as hereunder : 

The Meiteis, the people of Manipur whose mother tongue is Meiteilon or Manipuri (as 
listed in serial No. 30 of the Mandal Commission Recommendation for Manipur), certainly 
belong to "Other Backward Classes" (OBC) irrespective of their faith or religion except the 
'LOIS' or schedule caste people who have been already included in the reservations for SC & 
ST communities and whose repeated inclusion under OBC would amount to double or even 
multiple benefit at the expense 'other' deprived sections of the people. 

The same thing holds true in respect of many tribal communities such as (5) Boro, Boro 
Kachari, (8) Deoris, (10) Kachari, (19) Khampti, Khamti, (20) 'Khasi, (21) Khuangsai, (22) 
Kuki, (25) Liamei-Naga, (32) Mikir, (33) Miri, (34) Mishmi, (35) Munda, (36) Munda (38) 
Oroan, (39) Rabha, (42) Santal and (43) Singpho. They have already come under 'SC & ST’ 
and they must not be included again 'OBC' as well using alternative names. This will be 
certainly case of double/multiple benefit and it is quite surprising how they came under 'OBC' 
again under the Mandal Commission Report. 

However, the above mentioned tribal communities, except the Kuki (Khuangsai) and 
Naga tribes, are not known to be indigenous people of Manipur and if they are found in 
Manipur, they must be comparatively more recent immigrants. It may be observed here that 
the small backward state of Manipur cannot play the role of a perpetual host, to all sorts of 
influx of people from outside including even foreign countries. If the Government cannot 
check it, at least it must not encourage the trend. Naturally, therefore the matter of inclusion/ 
exclusion of these tribal communities may come in the context of neighbouring states like 
Assam, Meghalaya, Nagaland etc., but not in the context of Manipur. It would amount to a 
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serious ethno-geographical error. 

Regarding the Kuki and Naga tribes, they also have already come under 'SC & ST' 
category in the names of their different sub-tribes (species) and it is not proper to include 
them again using their 'genus' names. There are 29 recognised tribal communities in Manipur, 
which is an exhaustive list as recorded in census reports from decade to decade. They all 
come under either the Kuki (Khaungsai) or Naga groups. If more tribal communities are 
found more recently, they must be immigrants from outside and not the indigenous or 
traditional inhabitants of Manipur. Otherwise, it will put to naught the Census Reports spread 
over a century. In any case, the matter of their inclusion/exclusion/integration/assimilation 
must be considered under the category of'SC & ST' and not under 'OBC'. 

Coming back to the case of the Meiteis and Meitei Pangals (SI. No. 30 of Mandal 
Commission Report for Manipur), they certainly belong to Other Backward Classes (OBC) 
and it is my earnest and humble request to the Expert Committee on OBC that they may very 
kindly and justly confirm the Mandal Commission Report in this regard by recommending 
inclusion of the Meiteis (both Hindus and Meitei Marup) and Meitei Pangals. 

We, the Meiteis or Manipuris have been at the crossroads of civilisation. The people, 
by and large, are aware of all the amenities of civilised life without the corresponding means 
to afford them. We are caught in the vicious circle of poverty-unemployment-low per capita 
income-low standard of living-low level equilibrium of development, Manipur is lagging far 
behind other States of India in terms of many important socio-economic indicators and there 
is no doubt that we are backward despite the fact that Manipuri has now been included in the 
8th Schedule of the Constitution., that, too, without any correspond facilities so far. We 
cannot be an advanced community overnight without infrastructural facilities just because 
some egoistic people among us cry hoarse at the top of their voice that we are an advanced 
people. 

It may be pertinent to point out here that according to the indices of development prepared 
by the Centre for Monitoring the Indian Economy (Bombay) in May, 1982, with weightages 
of 50% for agriculture, 20% for mining and industry and 30% for the services sector, Punjab 
stood first with 220 points, followed by Haryana with 166 points, Maharastra with 163 
points, Tamil Nadu with 131 points, etc. The indices for North Eastern States were Meghalaya, 
66; Assam, 58; Nagaland, 50; Tripura, 34; Sikkim, 24; and Manipur, 20; Thus, Manipur 
stood last among all the States of the Country. 


In terms of per capita income also, the per capita income of Manipur at current prices in 
1989-90 Rs. 3502 as against the all-India average per capita income of Rs. 4252. At constant 
1980-81 prices, it was only Rs. 1702 in 1998-90 as against the corresponding all-India average 
of Rs. 2142 in 1989-90. Similarly, people of the state below poverty line was 45.06% as 
against the all-India average of 26% in 1989-90 (Govt, of Manipur: Annual Plan 1993-94 
Review and )outline, p.6). In the circumstances, it is idle to think and talk about ourselves as 
an advanced ethnic group denying to ourselves the opportunities for self correction. 

It does not require much scholarship of expertise to conclude that the Meiteis with their 
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flat noses and narrow eyes are of Mongolian origin and not Aryan in general. Some interesting 
people argue that the present day Manipur is the Manipur of the Mahabharata, that Arjun 
married Chitrangada, a princess of Manipur, that the people of Manipur are the descendents 
of their son, King Babhrubahana. But, Mahabharata is only a mythology and even if its 
historicity is taken for granted, which is not, one solitary marriage in the royal family cannot 
change the entire demographic structure of a Kingdom, now a State of the Indian Union. 
There are several instances of intermarriages between the royal families of England, France, 
Spain, Greece, Germany, Russia, etc. But that does not certainly make the English people 
French or German or Spanish or Greek and vice versa. Hence, fanatical insistence on the 
Maharastra connection would only make us a laughing stock of others and it is itself a sign 
of backwardness of the claimants concerned. If they insist, well, the Brahmins and the 
Rajkumars/Kumaries may be excluded from the list of OBC. But a handful of people with 
misplaced enthusiasm should not be allowed to destroy the socio-economic fabric of all the 
Meiteis. 


My views in a nutshell are : 

i) Include Meiteis of all categories (Hindus, Sanamahis, Christians and Pangals) 
in the list of OBC; 

ii) Exclude the tribal groups mentioned in the 3rd, 4th and 5th press above 
who have come or must come under 'SC & ST' to avoid double benefit; 

iii) Let there be no mixing/duplication of the two distinct groups, violating, the 
basic principle of fundamentum division is causing wrong classification.

There is a lot of confusion about the principle underlying the matter of reservation of 
jobs for the O.B.C.'s. Even judgement of the courts show some initial confusion and gradual 
clearing up of the Supreme Court in Indira Sawhney Vs. Union of India marks : a water-shed 
in the matter, and it contains a very clear statement of the issues and principles involved. 
Taking advantage of the clarifications made in this judgement and other sources which are 
cited below, an attempt is made herein below to bring out the principle involved in the matter 
of reservation for the O.B.C.'s as distinguished from the matter regarding the general problem 
of poverty in the country. 

2. The basis of reservation of jobs for the 'Other Backward Classes’ is different from the 
general problem of poverty in the country. Economic development and Anti-poverty 
Programmes are taken up for dealing with the general problem of poverty. The anti-poverty 
programmes began with Gandhiji's Constructive Programmes' Commission. During the course 
of the Fourth Five Year Plan, the Government of India came to realise that the percoaltion 
effects of economic development alone cannot remove the subject poverty of millions of 
people in the country. And as a result, during 1971 Indira Gandhiji announced a programme 
of direct assault on the problem of poverty under the name 'Garibi Hatao', and it was 
superimposed on the Fourth Plan. The concept was further refined and modified and 




incorporated into the basic approach to the Fifth Plan and subsequent Plans. Thus economic 
development and anti-poverty programmes have been employed for dealing with the general 
problem of poverty. 

3. The reservation of jobs for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes is however based 
on different principle. As handicapped social/ethnic groups it was considered that they could 
have their share of the jobs under the Government, etc. It is clear that Scheduled Tribes 
constitute handicapped ethnic groups. There may by some confusion in respect of Scheduled 
Castes. This is due to the mixing of the concept of Varna and the concept of Caste. In the 
Bhagabad Gita the Lord says :"I have created four Varnas according to Guna and karma", 
(Gita...) that is, on the basis of psycho-physical endowments/aptitudes and their appropriate 
occupations. This does not correspond with the concept of ethnic groups. Swami Vivekananda 
observed that this might correspond with the concept of Varma in Hindu astrology 
corresponding to the Rashi of the person concerned in a Hindu Horoscope from the point of 
view of Psyco-Physical aptitude there may be a Kshatriya or a Vaishya or even a Shudra in 
what conventionally is called a Brahmin family. This concept of'Varna' in the Gita is very 
different from the concept of'Caste' as prevalent at the existential level in present day Hind 
Society which largely corresponds to 'Jati' or endogamous ethnic groups. Though in the 
Brahmanic scheme of society, a perverted 'hereditary' concept of Varna is also sought to be 
imposed on this reality with greater or less success as the case may be in different regions 
and in different cases, (vide M. N. Srinivas : Social Change in Modem India, Orient Longman 
Ltd.), the concept of reservation of jobs for the Scheduled Castes is also based in the ultimate 
analysis on the principle of reservation for the handicapped ethnic groups or 'Jati'. 

4. The philosophy for reservation of jobs for handicapped ethnic groups is that, left to 
themselves, they cannot compete and get their share of representation in the Administrative 
Machinery : but "in a democracy, the political executive has a limited tenure and the 
administrative executive wields the real power" (vide para 374 of Supreme Court proceedings 
of Indira Sawhney Vs. Union of India; and political power as represented by the MLA's, 
MP's and even Ministers from among their community cannot make up for the lack of 
representation in the administrative machinery. The following quotations from the 
observations of the Supreme Court of India "Indira Sawhney Vs. Union of India" (AIR 1993 
Supreme Court 477) may also be purused : 

"The entry into the administrative machinery does not depend on voting strength but on 
the competitive attainments requisite for the relevant administrative field and post. Those 
attainments can be had only as a result of the cumulative progress on social, educational and 
economic fronts. Political power by itself cannot usher in such progress. The only known 
medium of exercising the power is the administrative machinery. If the machinery is not 
sympathetic to the propose of the exercise, the political power becomes ineffective, and at 
times is also rendered imponent. The reason why, after fourty-four years of Independence 
and of testing of political power in the hands of the people, the same section which dominated 
the nation's affairs earlier, continues to do so even today, lies here" (Para 373). 

"The employment-whether private or public thus, is a means of social levelling and 
when it is public, is also a means of directly participating in the running of the affairs of the 
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society. A deliberate attempt to secure it to those who were designedly denied the same in 
the past, is an attempt to so social and economic justice to them as ordained by the Preamble 
of the Constitution" (Para 384). 

5. The concept of reservating for the O.B.Cs. is in principle an extension of the concept of 
reservation for the S.C.'s/S.T.'s. The O.B.Cs. who constituted about 52% of the population 
of the country are handicapped ethnic/social groups who are not properly represented in the 
administrative machinery. On account of various reasons including Social Backwardness and 
isolation from the main stream of Indian Society and their handicapped ethnic/social standard 
of education, these groups are unable to get their share of jobs in the open competition. The 
reservation contemplated is, therefore, based on the principle of preferential treatment for 
handicapped ethnic/social groups, as distinguished from the general problem of poverty, as 
the case may be, is not denied. The Founding Fathers of the Indian Republic who framed the 
Indian Constitution gave recognition to the ethnic/diversity/multiplicity and their inequality 
in the Indian society. 

6. Some times OBCs are sought to be identified with traditional vocations or trades 
considered low in the Social scale. This is due to a mix up with the principle of Varma which 
is connected with traditional occupations in theory. Castes traditionally tied to vocations or 
trades which are considered low may be included among the OBCs along with all other 
handicapped ethnic/social groups other than those already listed as Scheduled Tribes and 
Scheduled Castes. It may also be added that generally speaking, the social groups which are 
traditionally tied to vocations or trades considered low in the social scale are also in the 
ultimate analysis similar handicapped ethnic groups. 

7. Manipuris/Meiteis (speaking Manipuri/Meitei language) are an ethnically isolated 
groups, living at the far end of the country, segregated by distance and difficulty of terrain 
from the main stream of the Indian society. The standard of education in Manipur is low as 
compared to the advanced regions of the country, and as a result they have been unable, 
during the last 45 years of Independence, to compete successfully For the All Indian Services, 
the Central Services and Public Sector Undertakings, not to speak of Private Sector Enterprises 
where the employees have a much more effective power for discrimination. They are, therefore, 
there is not a single Manipuri/Meitei among them (vide the Government Telephone Directory). 
Most of the Manipuris/Meiteis get promotion to the IAS at a very late stage in their career 
and end up as Directors/Joint Secretaries, or as Secretary for a short period if they are lucky. 
Manipuris/Meiteis who were traditionally dominant in the administration of the State are 
now in a state of subordination in respect of the higher/controlling services. There is, therefore, 
need for reservation for them under the category of OBCs under the provisions of Article 
16(4) of the Constitution : Otherwise, discontent will be shimmering and it may assume 
serious proportions any time in the future as the administrative and social consequence may 
become more and more clear to the people. 

8. There is an element of Regional Imbalance also. Manipuris reading and growing up in 
Manipur cannot compete with OBCs of Delhi, Calcutta, Bombay, Madras and Other advanced 
places. The standard of education in the state is low as a result of many handicaps. That is 
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why Manipur was the only state which objected to the abolition of Public Schools (and 
reservation to common schools only) as recommended by the Kothari Commission : and 
Manipur demanded reservation of more seats in the Public Schools for the students of Manipur 
in order to minimise the effects of the regional imbalance. On account of various factors the 
difference in the standards of education in Manipur and those in the more advanced places 
seem to be widening. The Manipuri children have, therefore, to be exposed to the education 
systems in the advanced areas for a sufficiently long time (right from the school stage up to 
the University level) in order that they may be able to compete and get their share even out of 
the quota reserved for the OBCs. This can be done only by including the children of the 
creamy layer in the Manipuri society also. Grant of merit scholarships from the school stage 
onwards cannot meet the situation as that would involved screening at too early a stage. 
Therefore, exclusion of the creamy layer of the OBCs of the states of North East would end 
up, in practice, in the denial of opportunity to the OBCs of this area. The matter of the 
exclusion of the creamy layer in respect of the OBCs of this region should, therefore, the 
reviewed in this context. Otherwise, this will result in the exclusion of the Manipuris/Meiteis 
from these jobs. No amount of plausible reasons would satisfy the Manipuris if in practice 
their children are excluded. Some ways of preferential treatment have to be found so that the 
youths of f his community may also get their share of these jobs. 

There would besides be practical administrative difficulties in the implementation of 
the exclusion of the creamy layer. Businessmen, Lawyers, Doctors and the like would escape 
the net: only the salaried classes would be caught in practice. Our request is that the principle 
of the exclusion of the creamy layer be not applied to the OBC communities of the North 
East. Even if it be not possible to exempt th OBCs of the North East from the application of 
the creamy layer principle, it is requested that the OBCs of the North East be raised to Rupees 
2 lakhs per annum at the present value of the rupee, in view of the fact that the parents would 
have to provide for the education of their children in the advanced places right from the 
school stage up to the University stage which would involve huge expenditure. 

Apart from the heavy expenses of maintaining children in good schools elsewhere, a lot 
of expenditure is involved on the part of the parents in taking their children to good schools 
in places like Delhi, Bombay, Calcutta, Madras etc. and again getting them back home during 
holidays and then taking them again back to school at the end of the holidays. Taking such 
factors into consideration it is considered that it is reasonable to fix the level of income 
defining the creamy layer for the OBCs at Rupees 2 lakhs at the present value of the rupee 
and this level should be revised upwards automatically with the increase in the price index 
and fall in the value of the rupee. 

9. Meitci Bamons : The Meitei Bamon are Brahmins who have settled for ccnturise in 

Manipur and lived among the manipuris/Meiteis and have adopted Manipuris/Meitei language 
as their mother tongue and have become part and parcel of the Manipuri/Meitei society; and 
they share all the handicaps of this community. They should, therefore, be included as part 
and parcel of the Manipuri/Meitei community for the purpose of reservation for the OBCs. 

10. Similar is the case with Meitei Pangals (Muslims). Though they came from outside, 
they settled in Manipur and married Meitei women and adopted Manipuri/Meitei language 




and Meitei Yumnaks (Surnames) and share all the handicaps of this community. 

Thus, (a) Manipuris/Meiteis (including Meitei Bamons) and (b) the Meitei Pangals 
should, therefore, be included under the OBCs; and the matter of exclusion of the creamy 
layer should be reviewed as that would defeat the purpose of the proposed reservation in 
practice. 

11. With reference to the list of communities recommended by the Mandal Commission as 
OBC’s under "12. Manipur", it is considered that numbers 21. Khongsai, 2. Kuki, 25. Liamei- 
Naga, 36. Naga, 38. Oraon, 39. Rabha, 40. Sahte and 49. Tipera are already included in the 
list of Scheduled Tribes/Scheduled Caste. It is , therefore, considered not proper to include 
them again under OBCs. 

The other communities under numbers, 1. Ahir, Yadav, Gwala, 2. Bedi (Nepali), 3. 
Bansphor, 4. Bhumij, 5. Boro Kachari, 6. Dafla, 7. Damai (Nepali), 8. Deoris, 9. Dugla, 
Dholi, 10. Gainey (Nepali), 11. Garo, 12. Hajong, 13. Hira, 14. Jhala, Malo, 15. Kachari, 16. 
Kaibartta, Jaliya, 17. Kami(Nepali) 18. Kandu, 19. Khampti, Khamti, 20. Khasi, 23. Lalbegi, 
24. Lalung, 26. Lohar, 27. Mahara, 28. Mali, Bhuimali, Bhuinmali, 29. Mech, 31. Mether, 
Bhungi,32. Mikir, 33. Miri, 34. Mishmi, 35. Munda, 37. Napit, Nai, 41. Satki (Nepali), 42. 
Santal, 43. singpho, 44. Sonar, Sunar, 45. Synteng, 46. Tamboli, Tamuli, 47. Teli and 49. 
Yogi, Jugi, Nath, (these 40 communities), should be deleted from the list of OBCs for Manipur 
since they are not communities of Manipur and their inclusion might lead to migration of 
these communities to Manipur and accentuation of existing tensions and violent conflicts 
among the comunities living in Manipur.

CONSTITUTIONAL POST 

7. President, Vice-President, judges of the Supreme Court and High Courts, Chairman/ 
Members of the Union Public Service Commission and State Public Service Commission 
and State Public Service Commissions, Chief Election Commissioner, Controller and Auditor 
General of India and persons holding Constitutional positions of like nature : 

The Constitutional posts of Governor, Minister and Membership of Legislative, are in 
the very nature of things, temporary and often transitory. Further, in most cases such 
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persons would be covered in one or the other categories which have been enumerated in 
this report. Hence such persons have not been separately categorised. 

II. S ervi ce Categ or y 

A. Group A/Class-I Officers of the All-India, 

Central and State Services (Direct Recruits). 

8. If either of the spouses is a Class-I either rule of exclusion will apply. Where both 
spouses are Class-I officers and one of them dies with the situation remains unchanged and 
the rule of exclusion will apply. However, if both of them die then obviously, the offspring 
are not only left to suffer mental agony and hardships in different ways but they are also 
denied the benefits and status resulting from the posts of their parents, and due to this 
disadvantage thrust upon them, the children shall not be denied the benefits of reservation, 
i.e., the rule of exclusion will not apply to them. It may be noted that if permanent 
incapacitation occurs which results in putting an officer out of service, then it shall be treated 
as equivalent to death so far as the applications of rule of exclusion to the offspring is 
concerned. Hereafter, wherever death has been mentioned it shall include permanent 
incapacitation as stated above. To the unfortunate situation of death or permanent 
incapacitation of the only spouse who is in this category of service or of both spouses who 
are in this category of service, an exception has to be recorded. If before the unfortunate 
even of death of either of or both such spouses occurs, either of the spouses has had the 
benefit of employment in any international organisation like the UN, IMF, World Bank etc., 
for a period of not less than five years then exclusion from the benefit of reservation will 
continued to apply to the offspring. 

9. It sometimes may happen that a lady who has got married to a Class-I officer may 
herself like to apply for a job. If she belongs to SEBC category, she will not be disentitled by 
the rule of exclusion. The reason for saying so is that originally having been a members of 
SEBC, she carries with her the attributes of backwardness even after she is married to a 
Class-I officer and though she may economically be in a better position, the initial attributes 
of social backwardness continue to linger on and will not get shaken off during the short 
period (in view of the age limit) which will be available to her for getting into any service 
employment. Therefore, we consider that such a persons, more so because she is a lady (which 
in our society may be generally regarded as a weaker class) should not be denied the benefit 
of reservation. Therefore, to such a lady rule of exclusion will not apply. 

B. Group B/Class-II General Services and State Services 
(Direct Recruitment) 

10. If both spouses are Class-II officers then rule of exclusion will apply to their offspring. 
If only one of the spouses is a Class-II officer it will not apply, but if a male officer from 
Class-II category at the age of forty or earlier, then the rule of exclusion will apply to his 
offsprings, where both spouses are Class-II officers and one of them dies, it is better to let 
the children have the benefit or reservation which means rule of exclusion will not apply, 
however, if either of the international organisation, as indicated above, for a period of not 
less then five years, then even in the event of death the application of the rule of exclusion 
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will not be taken away. But if by great misfortune both the spouses die, then the rule of 
exclusion will not apply to the offspring even if one of the spouses had the benefit of 
employment in an international organisation. 

11. Where the husband is a Class-I officer (Direct Recruit or Pre-forty promoted) and the 
wife is a Class-II officer and the husband dies, the rule of exclusion will not apply. Also 
when the wife is a Class-I officer (i.e., Direct Recruit to pre-forty promoted) and the husband 
is a Class-II officer and the wife dies the rule of exclusion will not apply but if the husband 
dies the rule of exclusion will apply on the principle that one of the parents, namely, the 
mother continues to be a Class-I officer. 

C. Employment in Public Sector Undertaking etc. 

12. The service category is not confined to employment under the Government only, whether 
at the Union or at the State level. The criteria enumerated above will apply mutatis mutandis 
to officers holding equivalent or comparable posts in public sector undertakings, banks, 
insurance organisation or comparable posts and positions under private employment. 

13. The evaluation of the posts equivalent or comparable basis is bound to take some time. 
In order that this may not become a ground for postponing the implementation of reservation 
in respect of persons under this category, it is made clear that so long as the evaluation 
process is not completed and made operative, the income/wealth test under Item-VI will 
govern the persons under this category. In other words, even during the interim period, the 
employees under this category will the benefit of reservation, and if any exclusion is to be 
made it shall be on the basis of the criterion under Item-VI. 

III. ARMED FORCES INCLUDING PARAMILITARY FORCES 
(this will not include persons holding civil posts) 

14. The exclusion rule will apply at the level of Colonel and above army and to equivalent 
posts in the Navy and the Air Force and the Para Military Forces. If the wife of an Armed 
Forces officer is herself in the Arms Forces (i.e., the category under consideration) the rule 
of exclusion will apply only when she herself has reached the rank of Colonel, the service 
ranks below Colonel of husband and wife shall not be clubbed together. Even if the wife of 
an officer in the Armed forces is in civil employment, this will not be taken into account for 
applying the rule of exclusion, unless she falls in the service category under Item No.-II in 
which case the criteria and conditions enumerated therein will apply to her independently. In 
making these recommendations, we have borne in mind the peculiar nature of the service and 
hardships faced by the members of the Armed Forces and the Paramilitary. It has also to be 
remembered that there is no reservation in recruitment to the Armed Forces, which means 
that a person at the stage of recruitment in these services is denied the benefit of reservation 
even though he may otherwise be entitled to it. 
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IV. PROFESSIONAL CLASS AND THOSE ENGAGED IN TRADE, 

BUSINESS AND INDUSTRY. 

15. This will include persons not in service employment either Government or Private, but 
those who are engaged in professions as a doctor, lawyer, chartered accountant, income tax 
consultant, financial or management consultant, dental surgeon, engineer, architect, computer 
specialist, film artiste and other film professional, author playwright, sports person, sports 
professional, media professional or any other vocations of like status. All these persons for 
the purpose of determining whether they will fall in the disentitlement category or not will 
not be governed by the income/wealth criterion as noted in Item No.-IV. Likewise, persons 
engaged in trade, business and industry will be governed by the income/wealth criterion. 

16. In a situation where the husbands is in some profession and the wife is in a Class-II or 
lower grade employment, the income/wealth test will apply only on the basis of the husband's 
income; in other words, the wife's employment is in any profession and the husband is in 
employment in Class-II or a lower rank post, then the income/wealth criterion will apply 
only on the basis of the wife's income and husband's income will not be clubbed with it. 

The ictional is to avoid discouragement of women entering service or professions in a 
gender discriminating society such as ours. 

V. PROPERTY OWNERS 

A. Agricultural Land Holdings 

17. It may not be difficult but hazardous to prescribe any criteria on the basis of income 
from agricultural land holdings and this is borne out by the following observations in 
paragraphs 809 of the majority judgement (Judgements Today) :- 

"Further, income from agriculture may be difficult to assess and, therefore, in the case 
of agriculturists, the line may have to be drawn with reference to the extent of holdings. 
While the income of a person can be taken as a measure of his social advancement, the 
limit to be prescribed should not be such as to result in taking away with one hand what 
is given with the other". 

So we proceed to indicate the criteria on the basis of the extent of land holding. 

18. If a person belongs to a family (father, mother and minor children) which owns only 
irrigated land the extent of irrigated land is equal to or more than 65% of the statutory ceiling 
areas, then the disentitlement will occur. It generally happens that a person holds different 
types of irrigated land. In such a situation, the different types of lands should, on the basis of 
the conversion formula existing, be brought into a single type of irrigated land as a common 
denominator and on the basis of such denominator, the above cut-off point of 65% will have 
to be determined. 

19. The rule of exclusion will not disentitle persons belonging to families owning only 
unirrigated land irrespective of the area of such land. This is on account of the constraints 
imposed on and implicit in unirrigated cultivation. 
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20. In the case of members of a family owning both irrigated and unirrigated land, the 
exclusion rule will apply where the pre-condition exists that the irrigated area (having been 
brought to a single type under a common denominator) is 40% or more of the statutory ceiling 
limit for irrigated land (this being calculated by excluding the unirrigated portion). If this 
pre-condition of not less then 40% exists, then only the area of unirrigated land on the basis 
of the conversion formula existing into the irrigated type. The irrigated area so computed 
from unirrigated land shall be added to the actual area of irrigated land, and if after such 
clubbing together the area in terms of irrigated land, then the rule of exclusion will apply and 
disentitlement will occur. 

21. On the basis of data supplied to us, we find that there is no Ceiling Law in the State of 
Nagaland, Mizoram, Meghalaya, Arunachal Pradesh and Goa and in the Union Territories of 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands, Lakshadweep, Daman & Diu. Apparently this on account of 
the peculiar situation prevailing in these areas including topography, climatic condition, etc. 
Under the circumstances the exclusion rule on the basis of land holding will not be applicable 
here. However, if at a future date of Ceiling Law is enacted for any or such states or Union 
Territories, it would then have to be considered and determined if the rule of exclusion on 
the basis land holding criterion will be made applicable or not and if so, in what manner. 

B. PLANTATIONS 

22. The plantations like coffee, tea, rubber etc. which are not regarded as agricultural 
holdings will come under this category. Since they are not regarded as agricultural holdings, 
they are not covered by Ceiling Laws. Therefore, the criterion at "A" above cannot apply to 
them and there is no alternative but to apply the criterion of income wealth under Item No.- 
VI. 

23. From the data supplied to us, it appears that mango, citrus, apple plantations, etc., are 
regarded as agricultural holdings and they will be covered by the criterion at "A" above. 

C. Vacant land and/or buildings in urban areas or urban agglomeration.
